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A ‘‘New”’ Gold Quinarius of 
Caligula

All recorded gold quinarii of Caligula bear the obverse legend C CAESAR AVG GER- 
MANICVS. The earliest gold and silver coins of Caligula’s reign were struck at Lugdunum in 
A.D. 37/8 in two issues. These coins depict Caligula without laurel wreath. Both issues, where 
dated, have the formula PM TR POT COS. 

The same year, A.D. 37/8, also dated by the same formula PM TR POT COS, saw the 
transfer of the mint to Rome where Caligula’s portrait was differentiated by the addition of a 
laurel wreath. Gold quinarii are not recorded for this year at Rome. This denomination, 
however, was struck in the years A.D. 38/9 and A.D. 40/1. Both these groups of gold quinarii 
have the same obverse legend, CCAESAR AVG GERMANICVS; the earlier with the reverse 
PM TR POT ITER and the later with PM TR POT IIII.

The gold quinarius which is the subject of this short article has an illustrious pedigree* but 
it’s most interesting feature appears not to have been noticed hitherto. It is from the Rome mint, 
having a laureate portrait and is of particular interest as the letters ANICVS in the obverse 
legend are clearly engraved over PM TR POT. Thus the obverse legend for this die originally 
read CCAESAR AVG GERM PM TR POT. No gold quinarii are known with this legend but it 
is the form of legend for aurei struck in Rome during A.D. 37/8 —a period hitherto lacking in 
gold quinarii. Any gold quinarius struck during this period at Rome would have born the 
reverse legend PM TR POT COS but what would the obverse legend have read. Should the 
unknown first Rome issue of gold quinarii have read CCAESAR AVG GERMANICVS, as did 
all other specimens of this denomination, and was the first state of the die of this coin an error 
made by the die sinker, copying the legend of the aurei, which was immediately corrected, or 
does there remain to be discovered a gold quinarius with obverse CCAESAR AVG GERM PM 
TR POT and reverse PM TR POT COS?

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Silver and Billon Tetradrachms of 
Syria Under Rome

A most interesting article appeared in the Quarterly Journal for Spring 1984. This was 
Richard Plant’s account of Tyrian shekels in Biblical times. Amongst much else, he pointed out 
that the Temple was full of Tyrian silver, but did not mention the reason for this, which was, in 
fact, a sound financial one. The Temple authorities were well aware that the coinage of Tyre 
was of the finest silver, superior to that of Sidon or Antioch, never mind Alexandria. They were 
good businessmen and would accept nothing less. 

My own interest has been concentrated much more upon the imperial series of 
tetradrachms that gradually replaced all the above. This transformation took quite a while to 
achieve. For some time after Pompey’s conquest of Syria in 69 B.C. Rome was content to con- 
tinue striking the coinage of Philip Philadelphus the last Seleucid monarch (92-83 B.C.) who 
was driven out by Tigranes of Armenia!. 

It was only after nearly sixty years that Rome started continuous issues of its own, beginn- 
ing with some fine tetradrachms of Augustus’. These had a reverse either of Zeus seated or a 
figure of the Tyche of Antioch and were dated from the battle of Actium in 31 B.C. This famous 
naval engagement settled the fate of Antony and determined the future government of Rome as 
an Empire, and never again a Republic, even though lip service was given to many of the old 
forms. The coins of early emperors after Augustus are either scarce or non-existent, until the 
reign of Nero. It was he who abolished the Tyrian shekel, though the half shekel continued in 
production until A.D. 70. In their place appeared an abundant imperial issue with the 
emperor’s head on the obverse and after a few strikings with other imperial persons on the 
reverse, he took the opportunity to establish the Roman version of the Eagle with all its military 
connotations as the standard reverse, displacing the familiar Ptolemaic bird that had its origins 
in Egypt. Once established, the trickle of Roman coins became a flood. 

All the emperors for the next 60-70 years who survived long enough to do so produced 
coinage particularly tetradrachms in moderate or large amounts—Nero, Vespasian and Trajan 
striking very large quantities. The last two used more than one mint. In addition to Antioch, 
Vespasian certainly minted in Cyprus, probably at Salamis, and Trajan at Tyre, although the at- 
tribution of some of his coins to this mint is still subject to question. This together with other 
matters of interest relating to the early emperors have been discussed in greater detail by the 
author in previous articles published by Spink and Son in their ‘‘Numismatic Circular’’ over the 
past six years. 

A curious thing seems to have happened early in Hadrian’s reign. He started as his 
predecessors had done—striking in A.D. 117 and 118 in Antioch in good quality silver for his 
first and second consulships. He also introduced the well known “‘leg & thighbone’’ mintmark 
for Antioch supposedly commemorating the legend of the city’s foundation. The series then 
abruptly ceases. Neither he nor his successors started again but for a tiny issue under Marcus 
Aurelius and his son, Commodus. Except, that is, for some curious countermarked coins of 
Cyprus, originally struck by Vespasian and countermarked with a portrait and lettering that 
seem to confirm that these coins were recirculated by Marcus Aurelius presumably for general 
use in Syria’.

The next spate of activity came under Septimius Severus. He used three mints in the pro- 
vince at Antioch, Laodicea and Tyre whilst settling the fate of the Empire in the east with his 
campaign against and defeat of Pescennius Niger. Although somewhat debased, his silver 
tetradrachms from these mints had an average fineness of a little over 60%; though individual 
coins vary enormously with the lowest averaging about 55% and the highest 75% and a few ex- 
ceptions outside these norms. 

Things were, however, shortly to change for the worse. When Caracalla commenced his 
vast military issue in A.D. 213, rapid debasement took place at all 28 mints identified by Pro- 
fessor Bellinger in his ‘‘Syrian Tetradrachms of Caracalla and Macrinus’’ published by A.N.S., 
New York in 1940. The average fineness, according to Walker in ‘The Metrology of the Roman 
Silver Coinage’’*, was rather less then 36%, and under his murderer and successor, Macrinus, 
who used most of the same mints, actually fell below 30%. This sorry tale of debasement, infla- 
tion and greed, which is unfortunately familiar enough in our own age, produced a final figure 
for tetradrachms under Trebonianus Gallus of 10.77% silver content only. As a footnote, this 
was astonishingly reversed by the rebel emperor Uranius Antoninus to a virtually pure 93.6% in 
his ephemeral issue of the same period. This phenomenon, however, has a simple explanation. 
Trying to establish himself on the eastern rim of the empire, he was in financial matters not so 
much in competition with Rome as with the Sassanian Empire, whose monarch, Shapur I, was 
striking fine silver at a purity of about 90%. Wherever he obtained his silver (probably from the 
resources of Emesa), Uranius had to compete with these standards to make his coinage accep- 
table to his troops and local trade. Otherwise his rebellion had no hope. In fact it was destined to 
collapse very soon anyway. This saw the end of the series since Valerian ceased production and 
it is likely that he intended the antoninianus to take its place, though this cannot be certain since 
his reign was abruptly terminated in A.D. 260 after his army was surrounded in Mesopotamia 
by the Persians and he was captured. He died in Persian hands at an uncertain date. 

Reasons of space make it impossible in a general article of this nature to cover, in any 
detail, two most intriguing questions which this series produced. These are, first, Caracalla’s 28 
military mints scattered through Mesopotamia, Phoenicia and Syria, which is from Zeugma in 
the northeast to distant Gaza on the Egyptian border. The questions are why did he use 28 mints 
instead of the three he inherited and where were they? Bellinger went into this at length and the 
present author has suggested in a series of articles published by Spink & Son that some of these 
should now be revised. Furthermore, the possibility has been raised that perhaps after all they 
were not minted in 28 different places but only at five and the symbols which denote the cities 
concerned were used as a compliment to them and also to encourage their civic pride and their 
interest in the war effort. 

The second query relates to the curious series of base tetradrachms introduced by Philip 
the Arab and signed, ‘‘MON. URB.’’ H.R. Baldus? has proved or come close to proving that 
these coins were struck by mint officials and workmen from Rome, though whether in Rome 
itself or by transfer of complete officinae to Antioch is less certain, though Rome must be the 
more likely and certainly the more practical location.

It must be made clear at this point that from Trajan onwards, Syrian tetradrachms can only 
be dated—rather loosely—by the number of the consulship. The obverse of the coins carries an 
inscription in Greek giving the emperor’s name, style and sometimes honorifics as well. The 
reverse from the same period is inscribed, also in Greek, ‘‘Trib. Pot.’’ (Tribunician Power) 
**Cos’’ (Consulship) and then its number in Greek numerals. If no number is given, it may 
usually be assumed to be the first, or only, consulship®.

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Book Reviews 


Arthur Houghton. Coins of the Seleucid Empire from the Collection of Arthur Houghton, An- 
cient Coins in North American Collections No. 4. American Numismatic Society, New York, 
1983. 122 pages, 77 black and white plates comprising 1323 coin illustrations. We can supply at

Arthur Houghton is the leading Seleucid coin collector of our times. The publication of his 
collection, rumored for several years, has been eagerly anticipated as a much-needed updating 
of the reference books generally available. The collector’s well known penchant for unusual 
and/or unpublished coins virtually insured that he would expand, as well as revise, the existing 
body of knowledge. Indeed, many of these coins have already been published in scholarly ar- 
ticles in several important journals, not a few of them written by Mr. Houghton himself. Coins 
of the Seleucid Empire from the Collection of Arthur Houghton appeared late in 1983, and it 
richly fulfills all expectations. 

The Houghton Collection is organized by mints, according to an arrangement suggested by 
the late Otto Morkholm, a great authority on the Seleucid coinage. The author first surveys the 
coinage of Antioch, the central Seleucid mint, then the issues of other mints in the same general 
region. He proceeds to mints of the Western Region (Asia Minor and the Hellespont); the South 
Central Region (Phoenicia, Palestine and Coele-Syria); and finally the Eastern Region 
(Mesopotamia). This arrangement is eminently sensible for the Houghton Collection, which is 
not only large but deliberaely inclusive of secondary and little known mints. 

Within the catalogue, each city is introduced by a brief acount of its activity as a Seleucid 
mint. The coins are then presented chronologically, but in keeping with the ACNAC format 
(and for that matter, the SNG ANS) dates are offered only in the case of coins bearing annual 
inscriptions. This lack is partially overcome by a Chronological Chart of Seleucid Mints, detail- 
ing the succession of rulers and usurpers in control of Sardes, Tarsus, Antioch, Ake-Ptolemais, 
Damascus, Seleucia-on-the-Tigris and Bactra. The coin descriptions include weight, die axes 
and die identities. The cited references constitute a veritable treasure trove of bibliography for 
the non-specialist. 

The most unusual aspect of The Houghton Collection is the author’s meticulous explana- 
tion of new or doubtful mint attributions. He cites find spots, style, monogram comparisons, 
reports of similar pieces and the opinions and observations of scholars competent in the field of 
Seleucid numismatics, all of whom he has consulted in cataloguing his collection. Such detec- 
tive work is commonly laid bare, and intellectual debts acknowledged, in specialized studies, 
but the reviewer has never before encountered such largesse in a sylloge. Mr. Houghton is to be 
congratulated for setting a new standard in the publication of a collection, but no less for having 
formed a collection which is, itself, equivalent to a specialized study. 

The numismatic photography, by Silvia Hurter, is very fine, though certain well worn 
bronzes would be difficult to read without benefit of the descriptions. The quality of the 
reproduction is outstanding. 

Coins of the Seleucid Empire from the Collection of Arthur Houghton is an essential work 
for collectors of the Seleucid series, for scholarly libraries and for dealers, or indeed anyone 
who must occasionally attribute Seleucid coins. It is also warmly recommended to any general 
collector curious to look beyond the limited repertory of Seleucid coins illustrated in most hand- 
books, and to discover the fascinating variety of this coinage.

Roman Imperial Coinage, Volume I, 31 B.C. to A.D. 69, revised edition, by C.H.V. 
Sutherland, published by Spink & Son Ltd., London, 1984. 304 pages, 32 plates. We can supply 
at $75.00, plus postage. 


Sixty years have elapsed since the publication of the first volume of the Roman Imperial 
Coinage by Harold Mattingly and Edward Sydenham. That work marked a fundamental 
departure from Cohen’s alphabetical listing of Roman Imperial coin types which, though ad- 
mittedly easy of reference, ignored the chronological and geographical structure of the coinage. 
Mattingly and Sydenham inaugurated a new era in numismatic scholarship, and the work which 
they initiated has, over the years, developed into a nine-volume series covering the entire 
Roman Imperial coinage from Augustus to the division of the Empire following the death of 
Theodosius the Great in A.D. 395. A tenth and final volume, dealing with the much-neglected 
coinage of the fifth century, remains to be published. This will complete the survey up to the 
Anastasian reform and the beginning of the Byzantine series. 

Originally known as ‘M. & S.,’ after its joint authors, the work is now universally referred 
to as ‘R.I.C.’ It has become the established standard work on the subject, making it a high 
priority that some of the early ‘pioneer’ volumes in the series are revised in the light of recent 
research and interpretation. Dr. C.H.V. Sutherland has been co-editor and part-author of 
R.I.C. for more than forty years, and his superb Volume VI, published in 1967, added im- 
measurably to our comprehension of the complex subject of Diocletian’s currency reforms. But 
it is as an authority on the coinage of the Julio-Claudian age that Dr. Sutherland is, perhaps, 
best known. Coinage in Roman Imperial Policy, 31 B.C. to A.D. 69 (1951) was followed in 1976 
by The Emperor and the Coinage in which many of the most obstinate problems of Rome’s ear- 
ly Imperial coinage are discussed in depth. When the question of a thorough revision of Mat- 
tingly and Sydenham’s first volume began to be seriously considered, Dr. Sutherland was thus 
the obvious candidate for the task. The resulting work may be regarded as the crowning 
achievement of many decades of devoted scholarship. 

The volume itself is a most handsome production by the Oxford University Press, and is 
noticeably superior to other books in the series published in recent years. The term ‘revised edi- 
tion’ is really a misnomer, for this volume has been entirely rewritten and represents a far more 
scientific approach to the subject than was possible in the 1920’s. The number of plates has been 
doubled, to thirty-two, and there has been a sixty percent increase in actual catalogue entries 
(approximately 2,300 against 1,400 in the original edition). Degrees of rarity, a feature which 
made its appearance only with the publication of Volume II in 1926, are now included for the 
first time for the Julio-Claudian coinage. They range from C (common) to R5 (unique). Dr. 
Sutherland makes the point that Nero’s reduction in the weights of gold and silver coins had the 
effect of diminishing stocks of earlier issues, making them scarcer now than they would other- 
wise have been. References to Cohen are now only occasional and have been replaced by BMC 
or some other catalogue of a collection or corpus. Other quotations are from unpublished 
museum holdings or from sale catalogues. 

The standard set by this first major revision of an existing R.I.C. volume is extremely high. 
Now that Dr. Sutherland has whetted our appetites, it is to be hoped that further thorough revi- 
sions of some of the early volumes in the series will be forthcoming. Especially valuable would 
be a reassessment of the later 3rd century coinage, bravely tackled by Percy Webb as early as 
1927-1933 in the two parts of Volume V, and unfortunately not yet covered by the B.M.C.

Although no magistrate’s name is visible on the flan, this type closely resembles the issues made in the name of 
Diophanes. 


Two horsemen (the Dioskuri) 
galloping left side by side, above, [ZAAQNOS] below/Taras seated astride dolphin left, 
holding Nike, shield and spear, ry to left, TAPAS behind, waves beneath. Evans VII, D.1. 
Cote 408. Rare. Very fine plus. An interesting variant. 


Lucania, Metapontum, 510-480 B.C., AR stater (7.60 gm). Ear of barley in high relief, 
META to right, raised border of cable pattern/Ear of barley deeply incuse, sunken border of 
radiating lines. Noe 184. Ex Brand Collection. Toned. Extremely fine. 


— 4th-3rd century B.C., AE 18 (4.03 gm). Head of Athena three-quarter face to right, wear- 
ing crested helmet bound with olive-wreath/Ear of barley, META to left, cross-headed 
torch to right. SNG Copenhagen 1251. Rare and attractive. 

Dark green patina. About extremely fine. 


— 4th-3rd century B.C. AE 17 (4.56 gm). Bearded head of Leukippos right, wearing crested 
Corinthian helmet ornamented with running lion (?)/Persephone standing facing, holding 
long cross-headed torch, META to right. BMC Italy 163, 196. Scarce. Very fine plus. 


— 4th-3rd century B.C., AE 16 (4.01 gm). Head of Persephone right, wreathed with bar- 
ley/Two ears of barley, META to left. SNG Copenhagen 1257. 
Nice dark patina. About extremely fine. 


— AE 14(2.92 gm). Athena Promachos advancing left, brandishing thunderbolt and hold- 
ing shield/Owl standing left, head facing, on ear of barley, M[ETA] to right. Cf. BMC Italy 
263, 191. Dark patina. Very fine plus. 


Macedonian Kingdom, Alexander III, the Great, 336-323 B.C. AR didrachm (8.37 gm), 

struck at Babylon, circa 329-326 B.C. Head of young Herakles right, clad in lion’s 

skin/Zeus enthroned left, holding eagle and sceptre, AAE=ANAPOY behind, beneath 
throne, Min left field. Muller 674. 

The didrachm is one of the most unusual denominations in the coinage of Alexander. 

Very rare. Very fine. 


Macedon, Pseudo-Rhodian issue, circa 170 B.C., AR drachm (2.65 gm). Head of Helios 
three-quarter face to right/Rose, with bud on right, EPMIAZ above, =-2 in lower field. Ex 
Sitichoro hoard, 1968. Extremely fine plus. 
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Thrace, Byzantium, 2nd century B.C., AV stater (8.35 gm), restoring the regal types of 
Lysimachus of Thrace. Diademed head of deified Alexander the Great right, with horn of 
Ammon / BASIAEQ3/AYZIMAXOY behind and before Athena enthroned left, holding Nike, 
spear and shield at side, trident in exergue, Byonthrone, _ in left field. Muller 171. Seyrig

An attractive minor piece. Very fine plus. 


Attica, Athens, 449-413 B.C., AR tetradrachm (16.84 gm). Head of Athena right, wearing 
crested helmet ornamented with olive-leaves and floral scroll/Owl standing right, head 
facing, AOE to right, olive-twig and crescent to left, all within incuse square. BMC Attica 8, 
62ff. Starr plate XXIII, 12. About extremely fine/very fine plus. 


Ionia, uncertain mint, late 7th-early 6th century B.C., electrum 1/24 stater (0.63 gm). Rais- 
ed quadripartite square, of swastika pattern/ Roughly defined quadripartite incuse square. 

BMC lonia 11, 50. Ex Brand (112), Weber (5725) and Montagu collections. 
A nice example of a minor denomination in one of the earliest coinages of classical antiquity. 
About extremely fine. 


Parthian Empire, Vologases III, A.D. 105-147, AR drachm (3.61 gm), struck at Ecbatana. 
His diademed bust left, with long pointed beard/Archer enthroned right, holding bow, 
seven-line legend forming square around. Sellwood 78.4. Extremely fine.

Arrian, The Campaigns of Alexander (Anabasis). Second century A.D. history of Alex- 
ander the Great, drawing heavily on the lost memoirs of Ptolemy. The only author to treat 
Alexander factually instead of romantically, and thus our most valuable literary source on 
Alexander. 


Caesar, The Conquest of Gaul (De bello gallico). Classic, concise memoirs by Caesar 
describing and defending his actions in Gaul from 58 to 52 B.C. 


Josephus, The Jewish War. Though a Jewish governor of Galillee, Josephus sided with the 
Romans. He is not always historically reliable, but his unique account of the War and of 
such figures as Herod, Agrippa, Pontius Pilate, and Vespasian remains an important 
source book for a period and a place of which we know little else. 


Livy, The Early History of Rome (Ab urbe condita, books i-x). Annalistic treatment of 
Rome’s origins and conquest of Italy. 


Livy, Rome and the Mediterranean (ab urbe condita, books xxxi-xlv). Annalistic treat- 
ment of the Macedonian and Syrian Wars, which expanded Roman influence to Macedon, 
Greece and Asia Minor. It throws light on such historical giants as Antiochus the Great, 
Philip V and Perseus of Macedon, Ti, Quinctius Flamininus and Aemilius Paullus. 


Plutarch, The Age of Alexander. An essentially literary conception of biography, placing 
character and moral lessons above factual accuracy or historical perspective. Nevertheless 
Plutarch more than any other writer shaped the Renaissance and popular modern concep- 
tions of the great men he writes about. 


Plutarch, The Fall of the Roman Republic. Six Roman lives, Marius, Sulla, Crassus, 
Pompey, Caesar and Cicero. Inspirational. 


Plutarch, Makers of Rome. Lives of the Republican Roman patriots. 
Plutarch, The Rise and Fall of Athens. Nine Greek lives. 


Sallust, The Jugurthine War and the Conspiracy of Catiline.Generally censorious descrip- 
tions of the rise of Marius and the clash of Cicero, Cato and Caesar, illuminating both the 
events and attitudes which contributed to the decline of the Republic. 


Scriptores Historiae Augustae, Lives of the Later Caesars. Anonymous fifth-century 
biographies of the third-century emperors, often scandalous or semi-legendary, but it is the 
only literary source we have for some of the obscure usurpers of this dark century. ~ 


Suetonius, The Twelve Caesars. Entertaining, spicy and outrageous anecedotes rather 
than serious historigraphy, but based on confidential material in the imperial archives of 
Hadrian’s day. Great reading. 


Thucydides, The Peloponnesian War. Extremely detailed eye-witness account of the war 
which ruined Athens and the internal political struggles which influenced the war. Careful 
research combined with vivid dramatizations of leading personalities (Pericles, Alciciades) 
make this a literary and historigraphical masterpiece. 
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
